IMPERIAL UKASE ISSUED

Certain Provisional Laws Grantel to
the Russans,

St Petersburg, Dec. 8.—An imperial
ukase today econtains the provisional
lawy governing the press in general,
Censorship of periodicals and illustest-
ol papers are sholished, except in coun-
try districts. Punishments for periodi-
eul press s practically abolished. Re-
sponsibility for breadhes of the press
laws must be established in courts of
law. The right of the minister of the
interior to prohibit the publication or
discwssion of yvestions sffecting the
government is abrogated. The ukase
containe a long list of exceptioml eas
es which will entail legal proceedings
with penalties on convictions ranging
